How Crews Are Scared. 

The trick of scaring the crew of a train 
by cutting the engine loose and running it 
up the track, opening the throttle and let- 
ting it run full tilt back upon the standing 
train was a new one, and of a character 
likely to be imitated. 

The stoning of incoming trains was a com- 
mon pastime with the mobs and several 
persons were more or less injured by flying 
missles. One engineer on a Rock Island 
train was so badly injured that it was at 
first reported that he was dead. 

Two Killed at Kensington. 

The assaults of the mobs, however, were 
not met with the passive resistance which 
characterized the course pursued yesterday. 
On two occasions, at least, their attacks 
were met with accurately aimed lead. Dur- 
ing a riot in the forenoon over an incoming 
milk train at Kensington a deputy United 
States marsha! shot and killed two strikers, 
and during the afternoon the deputies guard- 
ing an incoming Baltimore and Ohio pas- 
senger train replied to the volley of shots 
and stones which the strikers showered 
upon them by turning their revolvers loose, 
killing four of their assailants.and wound- 
ing a number of others. ie es 

Late this afternoon the Second regiment, 
state militia, was ordered to the stock 
yards. 

Extending Eastward. 

Of the situation in general, the strike 
may be said to have strengthened its grip. 
Its most significant feature is the carrying 
of the strike east to Cleveland, tying up 
all the connections of the seaboard trunk 
lines there, with the promise that by to- 
morrow it will reach the trunk lines them- 
selves, and so practically reach the Atlantic 
seaboard by tying up the roads at Buffalo. 
Thus the strike would be extended from 
ocean to ocean. 

Federal Troops on the Lake Front. 

Two companies of regular infantry from 
Fort Brady, Mich., arrived in Chicago this 
morning, and at 8 o’clock marched from the 
Northwestern depot to the lake front to 
join the troops mobilized there under Gen- 
eral Miles’s command. 

Four companies of infantry from Leaven- 
worth, ordered here yesterday, arrived 
about 9 o'clock this morning on the Burling- 
ton road, were switched on to the tracks 
of the Illinois Central and unloaded at 
the Central station of that road at Park 
Row. They immediately went into camp 
at the lake front, and, with their tents and 
stacked arms, added much to the warlike 
appearance of the grounds.

A Meeting of Union Men. 


At a meeting of representatives of the 
local labor unions, held at, the union head- 
quarters this morning, a resolution was 
passed asking every trade union in the city 
to appoint a committee of three with power 
to attend a meeting at Ulich’s hall, next 
Sunday, and participate in such action as 
may seem best calculated tc insure the 
success of the American Railway Union in 
its present struggle against the Pullman 
company and the railroads. 

This afternoon, while a gang of about 
twenty men were engaged in tipping cars 
on to the Illinois Central tracks, at Ken- 
sington, they were fired into by Special 
Detective Stark, of the Michigan Central 
road. Two of the men were hit, but not 
fatally hurt. Stark was protected by the 
police, and taken to the Hyde Park station. 

Burning Cars at Kensington. 

The crowds have burned about 200 cars 
this afternoon at Kensington and Burn- 
side. Company F, of the Thirteenth regu- 
lar infantry, is now at Kensington, and 
the First regiment I, national guard, start- 
ed at 6 o’clock p. m. from its armory down 
town for the scene of the trouble. 

The Militia Reporting. 

Acting in pursuance with orders issued 
by Governor Altgeld at 1 o’clock today, 
Brigadier General Wheeler, of the First 
brigade, Illinois national guard, reported 
at the office of Mayor Hopkins at 1:45 
o’clock. The mayor, with his advisers and 
legal staff, immediately went into a con» 
ference with General Wheeler. The orders 
are to call out the entire First brigade, 
consisting of three regiments of infantry, 
one troop of cavalry and Battery D. 

As a result of a prolonged conference, 
orders were issued to the First and Sec- 
ond regiments, including Company A of 
cavalry and Battery D, to report to In- 
spector Hunt, of “he police department, 
at Thirty-ninth street :nd the Fort Wayne 
tracks at 4 o’clock, sharp. The troops 
will be employed to f€inforce the effort 
of the police department to clear the tracks 
sovth of Thirty-ninth street. 

An order was also issued that the Sev- 
enth regiment should remain on waiting 
orders in the armory. The Third and Sixth 
infantry, under the command of Brigadier 
General Welch, and which are tow en route 
from Streator, Joliet and othes points, will 
report to Inspector Fitzpatrick for services 
within the stockyards district proper. The 
outside troops are expected to arrive here 
by 6 o'clock. 

While the conference was in progress in- 
formation was received at the mayor’s of- 
fice that the mob in the lawless district was 
constantly increasing and that most of the 
rioters were armed. A bloody conflict 
tonight between the militia and the mob

Ignoring the Federal Troops.

the government men. The orders to be given 
will be to disperse the mobs at any cost 
and to permit of no ‘listurbances of any 
sort. Instead of permitting the men to 
ride about in trains and “bluff the crowds 
with a show of strength, the mayor says 
he intends to cause the militia to thorough- 
ly and effectually preserve the peace and 
end the rioting whether on railroad, or pri- 
vate property, or in the streets. General 
Wheeler’s instructions from the mayor 
are to act in fuli capacity as city police 
and the orders are expected to be carried 
out in full. 

General Miles knew nothing about the 
calling out of the state militia by the gov- 
ernor until shown the news dispatch from 
Spingfield. He said that he did not pelieve 
there would be any ccnflict between either 
the intention or the action of the federal 
and state troops. The duty of the federal 
troops was clearly defined in the president’s 
dispatch to Gevernor Altgeld and that duty 
is simply to prevent interference with the 
mails and interstate commeree, The duty 
of the state troops, on the other hand, is 
to prevent the destruction of property 
and to preserve peace and order. 

General Miles, therefore, considers that 
the federal and state troops will work in 
& co-operative way without interference 
with each other. He regards it as probable 
that General Wheeler will call upon him 
in conference before issuing any specitic 
orders for the employment of the militia. 

Stoned Him to Death, 

S. R. Ritchie, a special policeman em- 
ployed by the Pittsburg, Fort Wayne and 
Chicago road, was stoned to death by a mob 
this afternoon at the Fifty-seventh street 
crossing of that road. Ritchie, who was 
also a deputy Sheriff, caughtasome boys 
overturning a switch shanty and compelled 
them to set it upright again. 

While he’ was talking to the boys a mob 
approached and attempted to burn the 
shanty. Ritchie drew his revolver and 
threatened to kill the first man who ap- 
proached the shanty. -The mob kept surg- 
ing around him, but he held it off until his 
revolver was accidentally discharged, the 
bullet striking him in the foot. He was an 
easy prey for the mob then, and they quick- 
ly had him down. They stood around his 
body and literally stoned him to death. His 
head was pounded almost to pieces. The 
mob finally went away. leaving him for 
dead, but bre was sfill alive when the police 
arrived. He was taken to the hospital, but 
died in a short time. No arrests were made. 


FIRING THE CARS, 


A Large Mob Rushes Down the Track 
Applying the Torch. 

Chicago, Ill., July 6—Two hundred and 
twenty-five freight cars on the Pan Handle 
tracks between Forty-fifth and Fifty-ninth 
streets—a distance of about one mile— 
were totally destroyed by fire between the 
hours of 6 and 8 o’clock tonight. 

Shortly after 6 o’clock this afternoon im- 
mense crowds of men, women and boys 
were seen coming from the stock yards 
towards the network of tracks at the cross- 
ing of Forty-seventh street. The mob was 
augmented every minute by a seemingly 
never ending string of the strikers end 
their sympathizers, and about 6 o-slock 
fully four thousand people were m.issed 
along the tracks from Forty-fifth strcet 
south. 


The Police Powerless. 

They were the stock yard crowd, and in 
tent on a repetition of last night’s destruc- 
tion, and the police who remained on duty 
were utterly powerless. They were not 
even noticed by the strikers, who went to 
work at once. 

‘‘Down the tracks!"" was the cry, and with 
a rush the mob started southward. Bunches 
of waste were stolen from the switchmen’s 
shanties, and, soaked with the “‘dope”’ used 
in oiling cars, made an excellent torch. 

At Forty-seventh street, five cars stand- 
ing on the Grand Trunk track, were first to 
meet destruction. Some of them were load- 
ed. The seals were broken and the dours 
stid back. A bunch of the burning waste 
thrown inside quickly ignited the contents, 
and in less than three minutes the five 
ears were blazing fiercely. 

And the Crowd Rushed On. 

Without waiting to see that their work 
was complete, the crowd surged on. They 
kept to the Pan Handle tracks, and at 
Forty-ninth street came upon six more 
cars. These were fired in a twinkling, and 
on went the crowd. 

In the Garfield boulevard yards of the 
Pan Handle four tracks were full of freight 
cars, more than half of which were loaded. 
At this crossing is located a switchman’s 
tower and this was first to be fired. 

The mob turned its attention to the cars 
on the sidings, but, for some reason, fired 
but one of them—a car of dressed beef, 
which had been started eastward a few days 
ago. 

Tearing Up Switches. 

They suddenly stopped their incendiarism 
and turned their attention to tearing up 
switches. After a number had been render- 
ed useless, the mob continued on its way 
southward. At Fifty-eighth street is situat- 
ed the station house of the combined roads. 
This was firea and quickly destroyed. A 
strong wind was blowing and the flames 
were quickly spread across three or four 
tracks which were filled with cars. The 
railroad people say that there were fifty 
cars there, forty of which were loaded, 
All were soon a mass of flames. - 

About thirty of the cars were filled with 
coal, and the heat was intense. Fifteen of 
the cars contained meat from the big pack- 
jng houses of Armour, Swift and Nelson Mor 
ris. By this time the fire department had 
been advised of the fires further north on 
the tracks and had sent their forces there. 
But on learning the seriousness of the sit- 
uation at Fifty-eighth street they abandon- 
ed their fight further northward and came 
to the scene of the conflagration, which 
promised to be serious. 

Started for the City. 


Upon the approach of the fire and 
police departments the mob turned about 
and started for the city. On their way to 
Forty-seventh street they set fire to all 
the cars that they had missed in their 
-rip southward. 

No water could be obtained near the Gar- 
field boulevard yards, and the cars were 
slowly burned up. ; 

It was noticed that the leaders of the 
mob were mostly foreign, and as they reé- 
traced their steps, a few of the leaders, 
accompanied by hundreds, started off ‘in 
the direction of the stock yards. There 
are three hundred and fifty cars in the dis- 


trict now’ in possession of the mob, and

A number of hoodlums were in the gang, 
ard they seemed especially proficient in 
the use of the torch. 

Burning Every Car in the Yard. 

The mob continued is work of destruc- 
tion on its march to: the stock yards. Both 
gangs again met at Forty-ninth and Hal- 
stead streets and continued their march 
to the yards. The 350 cars in the yards 
were completely destroyed, and when the 
mob reached the stock yards they divided 
up into small gangs agd@ separated among 
the big packing house@ It is feared that 
the worst is to come @nd that the crazed 
mob will destroy the big packing houses 
during the night. ; 

On its return mareh fhe rioters set fire 
to four cars standing a@ the Grand Trunk 
tracks, just west of As avenue. The 
cars were loaded with >a ed twine. 


The Overworkéé@ Firemen. 

An alarm of fire tin from Forty- 
ninth street and Ashlamd avenue, but it 
was several minutes — the firemen 
reached the scene. The overworked horses 
were so exhausted that if was with difficulty 
that they could be forced off a walk. The 
firemen in this district Wad responded to 
nearly sixty calls during the past twenty- 
four hours, and as they reached the tracks 
they were received with jeers and curses 
by a mob of Bohemians, Poles and Italians. 

The firemen succeeded in quenching the 
flames before the cars were completely 
destroyed, but had hardly rached the en- 
gine house again when they were called 
out from the same box. The mob had set 
fire to the cars again. This time the worn- 
out firemen made but feeble efforts to ex- 
tinguish the blaze. At 9 o’clock the cars 
had been reduced to ashes. 

Beaten ‘with Coupling Pins. 

At 8 o’clock the Laké Shore sent out a 
tradn to repair the tfacks. At Forty- 
seventh street two men dropped from the 
train with the intention of repairing some 
Switches, which had beén wrecked by the 
mob last night. They ‘had hardly com- 
menced work when the strikers and their 
Sympathizers to the number of 500, rushed 
down upon them and beat them unmervi- 
fully with clubs and coupling pins. Both 
men were severely cut about the face and 
head ‘before’ they weré rescued by the 


police. 
Troops at Pullman. 


The Third battalion of the First reziment, 
Illinois national guard, tinder command of 
Major Talman, numberifig about 200 men, 
arrived at Pullman shortly before 9 o'clock 
tonight. Great anxiety -has been felt for 
the safety of this erstwhile ‘‘model village.” 
All the hotels, stores, residences, light, pow- 
er and manufacturing plants are owned by 
the Pullman company. That the crowds of 
anarchistic strikers’ sympathizers who have 
applied the torch, right and left, for the 
past few days should -confine their opera- 
tions to the switch towers and box cars of 
the railroads, neglecting the rich establish- 
ments.of the .man.thepegeem. to regatd as 
their arch enemy, has puzzled the peace 
officers of the city and the United States, 
and it is probably a wise precaution to thus 
protect the town of Pullman before any at- 
tack has occurred, especially in view of the 
growing excitement among tne law break- 
ers who have thus far baffled Uncle Sam’s 
regulars, the city police and the state mili- 


tia. 
The Mob Appears. 


That this movement was taken none too 
soon was demonstrated early this evening 
by the appearance in the northern end of 
the city of a crowd of people, composed of 
those who have caused the trouble in the 
neighboring yards and suburban towns. 
The town was on the alert, especially the 
office force and foundrymen, who are about 
the only employes of the Pullman company 
at work at this place. At the first signs of 
trouble the foundrymen quit work and fled. 
The office force put their books in the safes 
and made their escape in a hurry. 


In West Pullman. 

Conductors and gripmen were driven from 
their places and the complete tie-up of the 
System was effected. The strikers from 
Pullman proper took no part in the work of 
the mob. ; 

The Hotel Florence, the principal hostelry 
of the place, was abandoned tonight by its 
employes, who generally sleep in the build- 
ing. A number of boxes of guns and am- 
munition were received there this afternoon 
in expectation of an attack, but owing to 
the presence of the Third battaliom of the 
First regiment this is not likely to occur to- 
night. The battalion will go into camp on 
the open square in front of the Hotel Flor- 
ence. 

A mob of 300 or 400 is burning cars in the 
Chicago, Burlington and Quincy yards at 
Hawthorne, seven miles out. Four have 
been destroyed up to this hour and it is 
reported that there are many other fires 
springing up in different parts of the 
yards. There is absolutely no police pro- 
tection there beyond one or two officers 
and the militia is several miles away. 

Sixty freight cars on the Wisconsin Cen- 
tral railroad at the Fifty-first street yards 
were destroyed by fire tonight. One mil- 
lion dollars worth of property belonging 
to the railroad and residents of the neigh- 
borhood is in danger. 

A Peace Meeting Called. 

The ministers of the city have called a 
meeting of citizens in favor of peaceful ar- 
bitration as a settlement of the great strike. 
It will be held Sunday afternoon at 3 o’clock 
at Battery D armory. Bishop Fallows and 
Ur. FP. &. fienson have the matter in charge 
as a committee and have invited Mayor 
Hopkins and other city officials to be pres- 
ent. They also invite every one_in favor of 
arbitration of, the boycott and strike to at- 
tend the meeting. Addresses will be deliv- 
ered by Bishop Fallows, Dr. Henson and 
others, and the Thomas orchestra will fur- 
nish music. 

. The Inter Ocean Printers. 

Chicago, July 6.—The compositors em- 
ployed by The Inter Ocean newspaper held 
a@ meeting tonight and passed resolutions 


denouncing the policy of the paper and de- 
manding that the resolution be printed in 
the paper tomorrow.

Washington, July 6.—(Special.)—The tariff 
bill went to the ways and means committee 
this morning.

Late this afternoon, 
however, Mr. Wilson put in a resolution 
which has gone to the committee on rules, 
providing that the ways and means commit- 
tee be discharged from further considera- 
tion of the tariff bill, that debate upon it 
in the house be limited co two hours, after 
which a motion shall be in order to non-con- 
cur in the senate amendments and agree to 
a conference with the senate. 

The committee on rules will meet tomor- 
rom morning and report this to the house.

Just who Speaker Crisp will 
appoint as the house conferees is not known 
though Mr. Wilson will be one. Judge 
Montgomery will perhaps be another. Who 
the other two democrats will be Speaker 
Crisp has not divulged to any one, though 
they will be men of sufficient firmness not to 
agree to the senate bill or anything like it. 

Greenbacks May Be Taxed. 

The bill allowing states to tax greenbacks 
or treasury notes passed the house this af- 
ternoon, after two days’ debate. It was vig- 
orously fought by a few, but went through 
by 143 to 41. 

The bill grants to the states and terri- 
tor‘es the power to tax greenbacks as other 


money is taxed. 

“Congress,’’ says the majority report, “‘at 
the time of the authorization of the notes, 
commonly called greenbacks, provided that 
they should be exempt from local taxation. 
This statute, amended at various times, has 
been kept in force up to this time. It was 
a simple declaration of goveramental policy, 
suggested, no doubt, by the conditions 
under which these notes were issued. The 
federal government had but recently taxed 
out of existence the circulating notes of 
state banks; there was serious objection 
to and prejudice against the new currency. 


Hente, it was thought necessary’ to~guard - 


it against the possibility of hostile state 
legislation. Those conditions and objections 
have all long since passed away, and every 
possible inducement or motive for exempting 
this currency from local texation has 
ceased to exist. Specie payment has been 
resumed, and ample prov'sion made for 
redemption in gold for all such outstanding 
notes. 

“We think there is no doubt that tke 
whole matter is within the power and dis- 
cretion of the federal government; and, in 
view of the fact that this class of currency 
is made the instrument and excuse for 
such and so much fraud, injustice, and in- 
equality in local taxation, we think it is 
the duty of congress to remove this inhi- 
bition against the states and to substitute 
this form of money to the same burdens 
and liatilities that attach to gold and sil- 
ver and all other kinds of currency. 

“The bill as proposed included the circu- 
lating notes of national banking associa- 
tions, but the committee was of opinion that 
these notes are not now by law exempt 
from taxation, and that legislation with 
reference to them was unnecessary.”’ 

The Minority Report. 

Some of the republicans and Messrs. 
Springer and Tom Johnson made a minority 
report against the bill, in which they say 
that this power should not be conferred, 
and that: 

“These legal tender notes are now ex- 
empt from taxation by state and municipal 
authority by express prov‘sion of law, and 
even if it had not been provided by law 
that they should not be so exempt, the’ 
ccurts of the country would undoubtedly 
hold that such notes, as credits of the 
government, are exempt from such taxa- 
tion, and for reqgsons which apply, in the 
opinion of the minority of the committee, 
with equal force against the passage of 
any law authorzing their taxation by state 
and municipal uthority. 

“The legal tender notes of the United 
States are credits of the government, and 
when they were issued and put in circula- 
tion as money they were expressly exempt- 
ed by law from taxation by state and muni- 
cipal authority. Even if it should be ad- 
mitted that it was not a part of the con- 
tract when these notes were issued that 
they should be exempt from taxation, the 
minority of the committee are of the opin- 
ion that it would be unwise for the govern- 
ment of the United States to permit any 
state or municipality to tax its credit.”’ 


$5,000 for Each One Killed. 

A bill nas been reported and wiil probably 
pass giving to the families of each of the 
war department clerks killed in the Ford 
theater disaster $5,000. 

Just such another disaster is liable to 
occur here at any time. The government 
has not enough buildings jn Washington 
to accommodate its various departments. 
In consequence it is making usc of a score 
of old rattle-trap rented buildings, which 
are not in any way fitted for che use to 
which they are put. 

The most dangerous of its buildings is 
the public printing office, an old tottering 
building, already condemned as unsafe. It 
is liable to collapse at any time. For years 
efforts have been made to have congress 
provide for a new byiiding and congress 
wants toc, but there has been so much 
fighting going om among real estate men as 
to where it shall be located that it seems 
impossible for the senate and house to 
agree upon a site. For three congresses 
bills have been pending. Bills have Veen 
adopted by the senate, but as yet the two 
houses are not agreed "pon a site and in 
consequence the prospects of a new build- 
ing soon is not good, while the prospects 
of the present one collapsing are decidedly 
favorable. 

As a matter of fact the government needs 
several new public buildings in Washing- 
ton. 

Hogg in Washington. 

Governor Hogg, of Texas, has been in 
Washington several days with a party of 
friends from this state. They have made a 
tour through the north. Of course, the 
governor is talking up Texas. He wants 
immigration, but says Texas only wants 
the best classes.

It permits competing railroads to enter 
into contracts for the division of their 
gross or net earnings, repealing that sec- 
tion of the interstate commerce laws 
which prohibits it.

Been Said About It. 

Washington, July 6—As a sort 
of compensatory move for its long daily ses- 
sions during the three months that the tar- 
iff bill was being considered, the senate, 
after a two days’ recess, spent only an hour 
and a half in session today and then ad- 
journed till Monday at noon, having first 
made an order that its daily meetings shall 
be hereafter at noon, instead of two hours 
earlier. 

Several bills were passed during the short 
time that the session lasted, including the 
joint resolution continuing the employment 
of mechanics and laborers at the several 
navy yards. 

The great railroad strike had three separ- 
ate and distinct propositions directed to it. 
One was in the shape of a resolution of- 
fered by the populist senator from Nebras- 
ka, Mr. Allen, looking to the acquisition 
and operation by the government of all the 
railroads, telephone and telegraph compa- 
nies of the United States. The second was 
a bill introduced by Senator Davis, re- 
publican, of Minnesota, by request, for the 
settlement of controversies between railroad 
companies and,their employes. And the 
third was a bill introduced by Mr. George, 
democrat, of Mississippi, defining the du- 
ties of United States courts, and of railroad 
receivers appointea by United States courts, 
in cases of railroad strikes or lockouts, and 
providing that obstructions of the United 
States mails:shall be considered such only 
when the trains do not contain cars for the 
transportation of passengers or freight. The 
bills were referred to the judiciary commit- 
tee, and the resolution went over till Mon- 
day next, when it will be entitled to consid- 
ration in the morning hour.

The Bill Passes the House—The Tariff 
| Bill. 


Washington; July 6.—With the utmost in- 
formality, and with not even a word of 
comment the tariff bill was today laid be- 
fore the house by Speaker Crisp, ordered 
printed and referred to the committee on 
Ways and means. It came about in the reg- 
ular order of business, and was disposed of 
in only so many words as were necessary 
to state its title and destination. The com- 
mittee at once began an examination of the 
changes by the senate and will report the 
bill back tomorrow with a recommendation 
that the house non-concur in the amend- 
ments and agree to the conference. 

A communication was received from the 
secretary of the treasury recommending an 
appropriation for additional aid to navi- 
gation in Tampa bay, Florida. 

Among the reports from committees Was 
one from the committee on elections in fa- 
vor of the contestee in the case of Williams 
vs. Settle, from the fifth North Carolina 
district. . 

The bill allowing states to tax greenbacks 
-was taken up. Mr. Cooper, the author of 
the measure, read a prepared speech in fa. 
vor of the object of the bill, and at its 
close presented the following a8 a substi- 
tute for the amendments presented by the 
zommittee in Heu of his original bill, to 
meet the suggested amendments: 

“That all circulating notes of national 
barking associations and all United States 
legal tender notes and all other notes and 
certificates of the United States, peyable on 
demand and circulating as currency, shall 
be subject to taxation under tne laws of 
any state or territory, provided that any 
guch taxation shall be exercised in the same 
manner and at the same rate that any such 
stete or territory shall tax other money or 
currency circulating as money within its 


jurisdiction.’’ 
The substitute was passed by a vote of 


173 to 41.

This reference to Colonel Livingston called 
for another laugh. 

Colonel Candler referred to the speech 
which his antagonist made at the opera 
~Juse, and to the reference in it to this 
challenge, where Colonel Livingston said 
that he, the speaker, had rei .«sed to meet 
him in debate. ‘“‘With that currespondence 
before you, 1 pause to ask whether he told 
the truth or not.”’ 

There was another slight interruption from 
the colonel’s enthusiastic friend. ‘‘Colonel,’’ 
said he, rising from his seat, ‘“‘I have been 
trying to get up to help you, but the police 
won't let me.’ This called forth another 
sally, but after that the interrupter sub- 
sided, 

“The purpose for which I came here, and 
for which Colonel Livingston ought to have 
come,’’ continued Colonel Candlér, ‘‘was to 
talk as a democrat to democrats. I would 
not say one word about anything else if 
Colonel Livingston hadn't put his claim on 
Other grounds. I want to carrect a few 
things which he said, either from ignorance 
of the fact or from a somewhat careless 
handling of the truth.’”’ 

His Vote on the Bland Bills. 

Colonel Candler referred to the charge 
that in 1876 he had voted against a bill 
drawn by Mr. Bland favoring the coinage of 
silver. 

“That was a hastily drawn bill,’’ said he, 
“and Colonel Livingston charged that I was 
the only man who voted against it. Now, 


here is a book’’—holding it up—‘published — 


in 1878, which contains a chapter on the sil- 
ver question. It shows, and it is taken from 
the records, that there were fifty-three who 
veted against that bill, and not one as was 
stated. Among these were Gibson, of Lou- 
isiana, now senator; that gailant young 
democrat, Frank Hurd, of Ohio; General 
Williams, of Michigan; Mr. Kerr, of St. 
louis; that irreproachable democrat, Lu- 
cius Lamar, of Mississippi, and others whom 
[I might name, 1 have no objection,” said 
he, “‘to come up to that never-failing test of 
character, the company one keeps. “Birds 
of a feather flock together.’ ” 

Colonel Candler stated that in 1877 he vo- 
ted for the Bland bill, which was more 
carefully drawn, and which provided that 
every dollar coined under it should be equal 
to all other silver dollars which had been 
issued before. This, he said, added to the 
circulation $2,000,000 a month of the same sil- 
ver dollars that had been stricken from 


] coinage by the act of 1873. This was the 


Bland-Allison act, which passed the house, 
‘Was amended in the senate, and being ve- 
toed by the president, was passed over his 
veto. 

*“‘Under the act of 1873,°° continued Colo- 
nel Candler, ‘‘the silver dollar lost its money 
character—that is, its power of paying pub- 
iic and private debts. The act of 1878 de- 
clared it legal tender for ali debts, except 
where contracts provided otherwise. Under 
this act four hundred million silver dollars 
were placed in circulation—an act that I 
voted tor at every stage. Instead of de 
monetizing silver, it made 400,000,000 silver 
dollars standard money of the country. 
That dollar was worth 92 centg intrinsically. 
It is different now when ghe dollar which it 
is proposed to coin in unlimited quantities 
is worth not quite @ cents. L only allude to 
my action on these matters, 
show how my competitor is prone to stray 
away from the truth. 

‘‘“He gives warning to me that I must not 
gay anything derogatory to his nomina- 
tion,”’ continued Colonel Candler, ‘‘or, if I 
du, he’ll come and pick me up on my rec- 
ord. If he picks me up for saying some- 
thing derogatory to his nomination, he’ll 
pick up ‘pizen’ enough to last a thousand 
years. 

This sally was greeted with cheers. Col- 
onel Candler referred to Colonel Living- 
ston’s statements about Breckinridge, ‘‘the 
fallen statesman from Kentucky,’’ as he 
put it, and paid a handsome tribute to oth- 
ers who had borne the name, and to what 
this menwger of the family had done in the 
past, ‘“‘and the slimy tongue of your repre- 
Sentative, reflecting upon the fallen, dis- 
graced friend of your home, of your sec- 
tion, of your great exposition deserves the 
reprobation of every decent man.”’ 


As to the Exposition. 


Colonel Candler referred at some length 
to what he characterized the claim put 
forth by his opponent that he is the only 
one that can do, has done or will do any- 
thing for the exposition. ‘I have the same 
interest as you,” said he; “I am a contrib- 
utor, and I have been a defender of your 
city, and one who has never appealed to the 
prejudices of country or anything else 
against your city or against ydur interests,”’ 

He endeavored to belittle what Colonel 
Livingston had done for the exposition, and 
paid a high tribute to Senators Gordor and 
Walsh for what they had done. He claimed 
that Colonel Livingston had not gone about 
it in the right way. 

Referring to the statement made by Col- 
onel Livingston that he had been told that 
Colonel Candler had said he would have 
voted against an exposition appropriation— 
it will be remembered that Colonel Living- 
ston pointed to the man who he said had 
made the statement—Colonel Candler said: 

“An honest man was put upon this plat- 
form, who, it was said, had told your rep- 
resentative that I had said I would not have 
voted for the appropriation. I expect if I 
had been there I would have done as your 
great leaders, such as Crisp, Turner and 
Black, counseled. I desire now to say that 
for such a thing as the senators now say 
will pass, and which they have put in the 
right place, I would vote; and I would vote 
for it, not that I might get a nomination 
and hold office, but as it would be my duty 
as a representative.’’ 

He did not, however, make a specific de- 
nial of having said what was charged 
against him. 

But all this, he declared, was irrelevant, 
as the representative to be chosen would 
not take his seat until after the exposition 
had opened. 

Colonel Livingston and the Platform. 


He then paid his attention to Colonel Liv- 
ingston’s claim of being on the platform, 
on every plank, and with both feet on every 
plank, 

“So far as the spread of the democrat 
goes,”’ said he, “that is all right; but the 
trouble is the quality of the article. It 
never helps a platform to put dirty, rotten 
feet on it—feet that have been traveling 
about for four years from Bt. Louis to

—these are not the feet to carry around the 
spirit of harmony or. add to 'the strength 
of democratic principles." 

The speaker declared that Colonel Liv- ‘ 
ingston had named only three planks of the 
platform. On the tariff plank Livingston 
had announced that he was for taxing 
every article in the country to some extent, 
while the tariff plank declared that tariff 
taxation was a robbery, and the leaders of 
the party, “listening to the great clarion 
voice of Grover Cleveland,’’ had declared in 
favor of putting certain articles on the 
free list. 

As to the financial plank, he said that 
Livingston declared he stood on it now, 
“He didn’t know how he stood in 1892, when 
you made it,’”’ continued the speaker. “He 
Says that that plank provides for two units 
of value, two yardsticks. You tell it upon 
any democratic grocery that he’s got two 
scales, two gets of weights which he uses, 
and how many honest people are willing to 
risk themselves with the house that has 
two sets of measures? He says that the 
platform has two units of value, two 
yardsticks. The platform declares for the 
use of gold and silver, with one unit of 
value in your coinage, one yardstick, one 
sort of dollar, equal in purchasing power, 
equal in the purposes for which it is coined 
—sound within and sound without, the same 
power everywhere, Coin gold and silver 
without discrimination and without charge. 
How many dollars? Just as many as the 
business of the country. needs, and 
that you can keep sound and honest—that’s 
the democratic platform, clearly and au- 
thoritatively written—made before Grov@r 
Cleveland was named to stand on it. That 
there might be no misunderstanding, Cleve- 
land said in accepting your platform and 
agreeing to carry it out, that he favored 
the use of gold and silver, the dollars hon- 
est and equal in value, as the money of the 
country,.”’ 

Colonel Candler declared that a 16 to 1 
ratio is populism. He said that there was 
nothing of that kind in the democratic 
platform. He said as that was on the pop- 
ulist flag he was afraid if it were put on 
the democratic flag that some democrats 
might make a mistake and wander over to 
the ranks of the third party. 

Speaking on the repeal of the Sherman 
law, he declared that Livingston attacked 
that, which was not only in the platform, 
but was the deliberate act of the democratic 
party through its representatives there. 

“He is true neither to the faith nor to 
the life of your party,’’ was the speaker’s 
comment. 


The Civil Service Appropriations. 


Colonel Candler attacked Congressman 
Livingston for his action as a member of 
the appropriations committee, in refusing 
to vote appropriations for the civil service 
commission. He declared that in that act 
the congressman had slipped with both 
feet off the platform, which calls for hon- 
esty in the administration in the affairs of 
the government. It was not, he claimed, 
honest to do this. 

On the 10 per cent tax plank 
Colonel Candler said that he believ- 
nner that it was the duty of the loyal dem- 
ocrats to vote for this no matter what 
their private opinions might be, 

A paper published at Colonel Livingston’s 
home had said to take Milt instead of Lon 
was jumping from the frying pan into the 
fire, “if that’s all it is,’’ said he, rising 
his voice to its highest, pitch, ‘‘don’t change, 
Keep Lon if Milt ain't different from 
him.’’ 

He said that it has never been neces8ary 
for him to have his democracy tested by 
being summoned here to Atlanta, as Colonel 
Livingston had said he had been. ‘That 
means that about that time it was neces- 
Sary to test his democracy, doesn't it?’’ 

As to the statement that he had introduc- 
ed Colonel Livingston as a democrat at a 
meeting in DeKalb, Colonel Candler said: 
“Il was somewhat under restraint, and it 
wasn’t much of an endorsement, anyhow. 
If I did wrong, I’m sorry for it, and I hope 
no such necessity will be put on me again.”’ 

Which brought another laugh. 

Colonel Candler concluded With a strong 
endorsement of the. democratic party as 
wne friend of the south, and to the leaders 
in the eastern states who stood to the south 
in the days of peril. He spoke enthusiasti- 
cally about President Cleveland and the ad- 
ministration, ana wound up by declaring: 

“IT feel no more interest in who should 
carry this flag in this contest than you 
ought to feel. We have the same thing in 
view—the success of the democratic party. 
Yéu ought to have honest, true and brave 
men to carry your flag; men who will carry 
in the storm and abide with itin the night; 
men that the people will have confidence 
in and follow as they love the truth.” 

There were cries of “Hammond as Col- 
onel Candler took his seat. 

“Just a word,” said Colonel Hammond, 
‘not this evening, some other evening.’’ 

And with that the meeting dispersed.

Iie Warns the Strikers to Keep Away 
from Railroad Property. 
Chicago, Ill., July 6.—President Debs has 


. issued- the following proclamation: 


“To All Striking Employes—In view of 
the report of disturbances in various locali- 
ties, I deem it my duty to caution you 
against being a party to any violation of 
law—municipal, state or national—during 
the existing difficulties. We have repeated- 
ly declared that we respect law and order 
and our conduct must conform to our pro- 
fession. A man who commits violence in 
any form, whether a member of our order 
or not, should be promptly arrested and 
punished, and Wwe would be first to appre- 
hend the miscreant and bring him to jus- 
tice. We must triumph as law-abiding cit- 
izens, or not at all. Those who engage 
in violence are our real enemies. We have 
it upon réliable authority that tHugs and 
toughs have been employed to create trou- 
ble so as to prejudice the public against 
our cause... The scoundrels should be-~in 
every case made to pay the full penalty of 
the law. 

“I appeal to you to be men, orderly and 
law-abiding. Our cause is just; the great 
public is with us, and we have nothing to 
fear. Let it be borne in mind that if the 
railroad companies can secure men to han- 
dle their trains they have the right. Our 
men have the right to quit, but their right 
ends there. Other men have the right to 
take their places, whatever their opinion of 
the propriety of so doing may be. Keep 
away from railroad yards or rights-of-way, 
or other places where large crowds con- 
gregate, as my plan is to remain away 
entirely from places where there is any 
likelihood of being an outbreak. The rail- 
road managers have sought to make it 
appear that their trains do not move be- 
cause of the interference of the strikers. 
The statement is an unqualified falsehood, 
and no one knows it better than the gen- 
eral managers themselves. They make this 
falsehood serve their purpose of calling out 
the troops. 

‘Respect the law, conduct yourselves as 
becoming men and our cause shall be 
crowned with success.

WHAT DEBS SAYS. 


*The Situation Very Promising for 
the Railway Union.” 

Chicago, July 6.—President Debs this af- 
ternoon said: 

“The situation is more promising for the 
railway union now than at any time since 
the Pullman strike began. Trade uniong in 
Chicago and the country over have given 
assurances of help. In California $100,000 has 
been raised for us by popular subscription, 
A mass meeting will be held here Sunday 
night to protest against the calling of gov- 
ernment troops here. It is an outrage to 
bring them here, and the people will resent 
it. General Miles is quoted in the morning 
papers as saying that he has defeated the 
strike. If he said that he is a disgrace to 
the position he occupies. The police and 
State militia. could and would put down the 
rioting if let alone. I regret the disturbances 
but we-can’t govern the lawless.’’ 


HOW CALAWAY MET THEM. 
When He Received Notice He Shut 
Down Immediately. 

Toledo, O., July 6.—Keceiver S. R. Cala- 
way, of the Toledo, St. Louis and Kansas 
City railway, surprised the strikers on that 
system this morning by fighting fire with 
fire. The men sent him a telegram last 
night to the effect that they’ would strike 
this morning. at 6 o’clock by order of the 

American Railway Union. 

Mr. Calaway, upon receipt of the notice, 
immediatelx gave orders to shut down all 
the shops on the road, stop all freight trains 
and discharge all the men on the road in 
every capacity except a few to run a limit- 
ed number of passenger trains. 

“This will shut up the Clover Leaf system 
without violence or unnecessary expense. 
The men seem to want to tis us up,” said 
Mr. Calaway, ‘‘and we will give them all the 
help necessary.” 

Trains Moving at Toledo. 

It looks today as if the backbone of the 
‘Columbus, Hocking Valley and Toledo rail- 
road strike was broken. President Waite is 
here, and this ‘morning the first freight 
train was moved out of Toledo by the old 
men. The strikers are going to work, each 
one having made application for work the 
same as new men. It is expected every min- 
ute that the men on the Lake Shore here 
will go out. The officials are getting in 
shape to meet the crisis. . 

Trouble is also feared on the Michigan 
Central and the Big Four. Telegrams of 
instruction are flying thick and fast. The 
Lake Shore is storing freight in cars all 
over the line, and many sidings are already 
full. Perishable freight and passenger 
trains are being rushed to their destination 
with haste and this division is being cleared 
for action. é 


QUEER STRIKE AT NASHVILLE.

Some Men Strike but Trains Leave 
as Usual. 

Nashville, Tenn, July 6.—(Special.)—There 
is a strike on here, though no trains as yet 
have failed to go out on time, except one 
freight train. The order to go out was re- 
ceived here at 3:30 o’clock. The freight that 
was to have left at 5 o’clock was refused 
by the men, who had just been notified. 
All passenger trains went out with sleepers 
attached, but how it will be tomorrow no 
one pretends to say. Probably 150 men are 
out, but the majority are not now working, 
owing to the reduction in the forces some 
months ago. The American Railway Un- 
ion here is mostly composed of switchmen, 


_ with a few firemen and brakemen. The 


conductors and engineers have promised to 
stand by the road, but how they will act 
when non-union switchmen are put on is 
not so certain. The prospects are that the 
trains will all be tied up then. For the 
present an effort will be made to get all 
trains out on time, but even the railroad 
men are not sanguine of the result. There 
was a large crowd around the depot at 
night but beyond the uncoupling of a sleep- 
er, which was at once discovered, there was 
no attempt to interefere with the work of 
getting out the trains. Detachments of po- 
lice were present to preserve order, but 
were not needed. Railroad officials made 


up the night trains. 
LAYING OFF MEN. 


The Memphis Road Does Not Wait to 
Be Tied Up. 

Birmingham, Ala., July 6.—(Special.)— 
The Kansas City, Memphis and Birming- 
ham road is running but two trains—a 
passenger and a local freight. It is learn- 
ed that orders have been received by men 
on this road to join in the general strike 
and the tie-up will probably take place 
tomorrow morning. 

All clerks, freight handlers and shopmen 
were discharged this evening and the road 
will make no effort at this point to fight 
the strike. The situation here is becoming 
serious and it is stated that other roads 
entering Birmingham will be affected be- 
«ore morning. 

The American Raiiway Union" increased 
its membership more than 600 in the last 
three days and their total membership here 
is now 1,100. The supply of meat is almost 
exhausted and fiour is going up. Last 
night two companies of the state troops 
were put under arms. 

Today this fact was discussed in a most 
unfavorable manner. The town is full of 
excitement.

The Louisville and Nashville 
will be the next road tackled. The Amal- 
gamated-Council of Labor Unions here has 
agreed to assist the strikers, and with such 
prestige there is likely to be trouble when 
the affair develops. The police are on the 
alert. 

Arrested the Agitators, 

New Orleans, La., July 6.—A number of 
deputy United States marshals and a strong 
force of police are stationed at the [illinois 
Central depot for the purpose of arresting 
any person attempting to interfere _— the 
movement of trains. 

A dispatch from Amite City, La., i ee 
Hurly and Sperry, representing the Ameri-+ 
can Railway Union, on their way to Mc- 
Comb City for the purpose of organizing a 
branch of the union at that place, were ar- 
rested and taken off the Cannon Ball train 
by deputy sheriffs in response to orders 
from the United States court at New Or- 


leans. 
The Situation at Buffalo. 


Buffalo, N. Y., July 6.—The situation 
here at midnight, as regards the prospects 
of a strike, is this: Debs is expected; it 
is rumored that he telegraphed his. repre- 
sentatives that he would arrive in huttalo 
tomorrow. 

All the railroad superintendents stand 
ready for a strike at midnight tonight, but 

at 11:30 o’clock it is learned from an au- 
thentic source tthat the order to go out 
will not be used tonight. The local repre- 
sentatives of the American Railway Union 
say they will defer action until they have 
taken counsel with Debs. 

A Quiet Day at Sacramento. 

Sacramento, Cai., July 6.—The day was 
one of comparative quiet, neither authori- 
ties nor strikers making any move of im- 
portance. The First and Third regiments 
are still held here subject to orders of 
Marshal Baldwin. 


OPPOSED BY THE CENTRAL. 


The Road Objects to Having Streets 
Opened Through Its Property. 
Columbus, Ga., July 6,—(Special.)—Re- 
ceiver H. M. Comer, General Superintend- 


,ent T. D. Kline and Captain Cunningham, 


the general counsel of the Central railroad, 
were in Columbus today in conference with 
Mayor Slade, Captain W. A. Little and City 
Attorney J. H. Worrill in the matter of 
the city’s opening Twelfth and Fourteenth 
streets. To continue these two thorough- 
fares, the city must pass through the Cen- 
tral’'s yards. The Central raised a vigorous 
kick and immediately filed an injunction. 
Mayor Slade states that as a result of to- 
day’s conference he believes that the mat- 
ter will be adjusted peacefully and saig- 


factorily. 


A Fire and Two Snake Bites.

Offenses 
against honest elections should be pun- 
ished by a long term of imprisonment, 
The penalty should be severe because 
this crime affects the rights and inter- 
ests of millions of citizens. No greater 
political calamity could befall a people 
than to be at the mercy of the men who 
are unscrupulous enough to defeat the 
popular will by either violent or corrupt 
means. : 

An honest ballot and a fair count 
should be insisted upon by the better 
classes of every community until they 
win the fight. We cannot .believe that 
an honest policy in this matter will de- 
stroy white supremacy or re-establish 
republican rule in the south. We have 
an abiding confidence in the people 
when they are treated fairly and justly, 
and we believe that under such condj- 
tions intelligence and virtue will rule. 
If we are mistaken in this conclusion, 
then universal suffrage is a failure,, and 
our system of government should be re- 
modeled. 


Illinois and the Federal Government. 
‘The leading republican newspapers 
are jubilant over the action of the gov- 
ernment in sending federal troops to 
Chicago to prevent the strikers from ob- 
structing the mails and ipterfering with 
interstate commerce. 

The New York Recorder claims that 
it is a democratic Ls teranierante of vast im- 


portance. It says 

It extends the federal authority over the 
railroads in a most sweeping way. It 
brushes aside the pretense that only the 
several states have the power to use armed 
force to protect the railroads and keep the 
train service of the country running. 

It is the largest and broadest assertion 
of the supremacy of the federal govern- 
ment and laws over every inch of territory 
in the United States, regardless of state 
lines, that has been made since the war. 

It is right, because it puts the authorita- 
tive foot of a great precedent firmly down 
in a new field of labor controversy and con- 
tention, and declares once more the glorious 
old doctrine of Lincoln and Grant and the 
republican party—‘This is a nation.”’ 

And that is why it is all the better that 
{it is done by a democratic administration. 

If a republican administration had taken 
this wise, necessary and patriotic step there 
would have been a howl against ‘federal 
interference with state authority,” and bit- 
ter wailing over the ‘“‘tendency to centralj- 
gation and despotism,” 

The Chicago Inter Ocean is on the 
same line, but unlike The Recorder it 
does not give the present administra- 
tion the credit for establishing a pre- 
cedent. The Inter Ocean recalls the 
following historie parallel: 

It is just 100 years ago this summer that 
the United States government had its first 
experience in the suppression of incipient 
rebellion. The Debs of 1794 was Genet, and 
Pittsburg was to that defiance of law and 
order what Chicago is to the one of today. It 
is known as ‘“‘the whisky rebellion,’’ because 
the form it took in western Pennsylvania 
was opposition to the collection of the tax 
on whisky, but that tax was only an inci- 
dental and local feature of a conspiracy 
which extended as far west as the Missis- 
sippi river, then the western boundary of 
the United States, and as far south as 
Kertucky, the ‘out west’? of Virginia and 
Maryland. Washington was serving his 
second term and was in the midst of the 
storm of partisan animosity which beat 
with extraordinary fury against him. But 
when the trouble came he took no thought 
of politics, setting about the restoration of 
jaw and order. He called on the governors 
of Pennsylvania, Virginia and Maryland for 
12,000 troops. They were promptly raised 
and put at his command. His original in- 
tention was to take the field in person, but 
finally concluded to delegate that authority 
to Governor Lee, *‘Light Horse Harry,” the 
Sneridan of the revolutionary war. 

This prompt and strong movement carried 

dismay to the insurgents, and the rebellion 
collapsed like a toy balloon with a hole 
ip it. 
The employment of federal troops in 
the present instance is meeting with 
some strong opposition. Governor Alt- 
geld, of Illinois, protests against the 
presence of the soldiers and demands 
their withdrawal. He claims that the 
state can take care of itself and says 
that when the authorities or citizens 
of ‘ook «6©county ask for the aid 
of state troops they will be 
orde out. He regards it as an in- 
sult to the local government to ignore 
it and send federal troops to Chicago 
when the state officials have not asked 
for them. In reply the president states 
that troops were sent to Chicago in 
strict accordance with the constitution 
and laws, upon the demand of the post- 
office department that the obstructions 
of the mails should - be removed, and 
upon the representations of 
judicial officers that the process of their 
courts was resisted. and that a con- 
spiracy existed against commerte be- 
tween the states. 

Theoretically, Governor Altgeld is 
right, but practically he is” Wrong. It 
is useless for him to assert that the 
state can and will take care of itself 
when it is plainly evident that anarchy 
prevails in Cook county and other Jo- 
calities to an extent that seriously {n- 
terferes with commerce and the mails. 
If the governor is able to restore ofder 
and suppress violence, why has he not 
taken steps in that direction? The fed- 
eral government cannot wait until a 
formidable revolution is under full head- 
way simply because the politicians who

strikers are right or wrong when the 
supreme question of maintaining order 
is involved. The federal government 
would be contemptibly weak if it per- 
mitted a city of a million and a half in- 
habitants to be plunged into anarchy or 
allowed the continuance of the violence 
which is now obstructing the mails and 
paralyzing commerce. We believe in 
home rule and local government, but 
when these agencies fail it then be- 
comes the duty of the general govern- 
ment to protect persons and property 
from the destructive fury of the mob. 
This step is also necessary in the inter- 
ests of remote communities which are 
now, through no fault of their own, 
threatened with famine on account of 
the forcible interruption of commerce. 

It was the duty of the sheriff of Cook 
county several days ago to call on Gov- 
ernor Altgeld for state troops, and it 
was the governor’s duty to order them 
out. As all of these officials have re- 
mained silent and inactive, allowing 
mob violence full play, the government 
was fully justified in 
coming to the rescue, If our first presi- 
dent was right in suppressing the 
whisky rebellion the present administra- 
tion is amply warranted in moving to 
suppress the existing disorders in Mli- 
nois, as long as the government of the 
State is entirely passive. 


Worthless Militia. 

It is to be hoped that California has 
very few military companies like the 
Garibaldi Guards, and that the state 
is not spending much money on troops 
of that stamp. 

The other day when the Garibaldi 
Guards were ordered to drive a mob 
from a depot the soldiers hesitated a 
moment and then marched back to their 
armory and turned over their rifles and 
ammunition to the mob. 

This beats the conduct of some of the 
South Carolina militia in the recent dis- 
pensary row. Of course, these insub- 
ordinate and traitorous soldiers should 
he severely punished, If the states are 
training and equipping many such de- 
fenders they are wasting time and 
In all cases where troops are 
necessary and when the militia cannot 
be trusted, the -authoritias should ask 
federal aid. There is not a company 
in the regular army that would follow 
the example of the Garibaldi Guards. 


A Converted Contemporary. 

The Nashville American is one of the 
most active champions of the demo- 
cratic platform in the ranks of the 
southern newspapers. It is doing splen- 
did work.in behalf of the redemption of 
every pledge of the plaiform, and is 
doing more than any other influence. in 
Tennessee to stem the tide of populism 
and to hold wavering democrats in 
line. 

Until a few months ago The Ameri- 
can, under its old management, saw 
nothing good in anything that conflicted 
with the policy of the president, It re- 
fused to recognize the right of any 
southern democrat to respectfully dis- 
gent from the position of the administra- 
tion on any public question, whether 
silver, sugar, or What not. At that time 
The American was under the manage- 
ment of a gentleman whose appetite 
was keenly whetted for a federal ap- 
pointment. He wanted anything from 
a consulate to an Indian agency, and 
it was through no lack of loyalty that 
he did not get it. Indeed, so far as 
we know, he may have been provided 
for. At least he is quiescent, and may 
now be basking in the’ sunshine of 
Bagdad or supplying red blankets to 
our buff-colored brothers of the western 
reservations. 

A few months ago The American 
changed hands, Hon. John M. Head 
being in charge of the new company, 
and in control of the management of 
the paper. He has literally made a 
new paper of it, improving every de- 
partment and making it what Nashville 
is entitled to—one of the leading dailies 
of the south. 

The change has attracted the atten- 
tion of The Washington Pogt, which 
comments approvingly upon .The Ameri- 
can’s vigorous campaign for the reha- 
bilitation and the restoration of silver to 
its constitutional position of free coin- 
age, 

Of the attitude of The American un- 
der its new management, The Post says: 

This is encovraging. This indicates the 
American’s recovery from the melancholy 
and alarming attack of cuckooism under 
which it has languished so sonspicuously 
of late. Only a little while ago we had 
The American, along with the mugwump 
oracles of the east and the office-holding 
editors of the south, proclaiming in loud 
tones that happiness and prosperity would 
come to us with the single standard and the 
canonization of this so-called ‘honest dol- 
lar.’’

The New York Press, in common with 
other far-seeing republicans, is looking 
forward to the triumph of the free coin- 
age of silver. 

Our contemporary sees no advant- 
age in a single gold standard, and gives 
the following examples of successful 
and prosperous countries in which gold 
was not used or was secondary to silver: 

Germany, for example, was upon a single 
silver basis when the war with France was 
fought, and the civilization of the country, 
like its military power, was never higher. 
France is, and for centuries has been, one 
of the most highly civilized nations in the 
world. It has led mankind in the useful 
arts, and in the meantime it has proved 
itself to be possessed of resources which 
have permitted it to recover from disaster 
more quickly than any other European na- 
tion has ever done. 
used silver more largely than gold, and at 
this moment its stock of silver is greater 
than any in existence outside of India. 
Our own revolutionary war was fought with 
depreciated paper money, and the southern 
rebellion was suppressed with greenback 
currency. Gold was clear vut of reach in 
both cases. The civilization of this country 
was never higher than during the civil war, 
and never did any nation display more con- 
stantly the virtues or patriotic devotion and 
self-sacrifice. It is admitted by all compe- 
tent authorities that India has accomplish- 
ed more for the development of its manu- 
facturing industries during tne last twenty 
years, when gold was at a premium, than 
during any other period in its history. 
This is true also of Meixco and of Japan, 
The debasement of silver has acted really 
as a stimulus to the internal commerce of 
these countries. It has urged them toward 
a large measure of self-dependence. 

The Press goes on to say that this 
nation could exist with perfect comfort 
if it should never have another com- 
mercial transaction with any nation 
under the gold standard. Such a con- 
dition is not to be desired, but the fact 
should not be ignored. Everything which 
we are absolutely compelled to import 
can be had from the countries which are 
now on a silver basis, If bimetallism 
should shut us out from European trade, 
an absurd supposition, we should still 
enjoy every comfort now within our 
reach, and have the same opportunities 
for progress.

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THE TRADE REPORT. 


The Holiday and the Strike Interfered 
Greatly. 
New York, July 6.--Bbradstreet’s tomorrow 


will say: 

‘‘aside from the intervention of a holiday, 
there is a sharp restriction of general trade 
and industrial production, due to railway 
troubles west of the Alleghenies and north 
of the Ohio river, which make their in- 
fluence felt in all other directions. The 
combined railroad strike and boycott has 
had a steadily increasing damaging in- 
fluence on the general industrial situation. 
Calculations as to the number of men out 
are necessarily incomplete, but there is 
little doubt that the total number idle, as 
the result of the railroad tie-up, far ex- 
ceeds the outcome of any previous labor 
trouble in this country. All cereals, except 
wheat, have shown a decided advance, Pork 
and lard are up sharply, as are fruits, vege- 
tbles, meat and other’ perishable produce. 
Pig iron west is commanding 2 cents more 
per ton, and cattle, hogs and sheep are 
noticeably higher, even at far western 
markets, where. receipts .are restricted. . 

“General trade at New Orleans, Mobile, 
Savannah, Nashville and Memphis has been 
unfavorably affected by the railway tie- 
up, melon producers and others interested 
in shipping vegetables and fruit having 
already suffered from the real loss. 
Charleston reports trade dull. Augusta says 
it is good for the season, with the result 
of June’s business more favorable than in 
June a year ago,’ while at Birmingham 
trade is very quiet in all lines. Favorabie 
crop reports trom Texas stimulate mer-~ 
chants to expect a good fali trade. At the 
larger eastern centers there is no material 
gain in the situation beyond a speculative 
spurt in wool. Baltimore reports a quiet 
and unsatisfactory trade, wholesale dry 
goods dealers being the more favorably 
situated. Reports from Fmiadelphia are 
that the volume and results of business in 
nearly all lines are very unsatisfactory.”’ 

What Dun & Co. Say. 

R. G. Dun & Co.'s weekly review of trade 
will say tomorrow: 

“The interruption of business by the rail- 
road strikes has been such that the usua) 
s.sns, whether bright or gloomy, have jitUe 
vaiue. Clearing house returns for the tirst 
week of July are 19.2 per cent less than 
last year and 25.1 per cent less than in 1892, 
but these record half yearly settlements 
rather than the volume of current busi- 
ness. The iron industry had not yet re- 
covered from the coal miners’ strike when 
4t was seriously interrupted by the block- 
ade of the railroads in the west. An obvi- 
ous effect will be the restriction of re 
pairs and car building and of track lay- 
ing, and the track laid during the first hail 
of 1894 has been only 495 miles, the small- 
est addition for many years, against 1,025 
in the first halé of 1893. 

“A long and somewhat lasting reduction 
in the demand for iron is the natural cvn- 
sequence of the disturbances affecting rai!- 
way earnings. The demand for iron pro- 
ducts does not appear better, and prices 
are again tending downward, in agapite of 
the general feeling that an advance must 
follow the termination of the miners’ strike. 

“Textile manufactures do not show im- 
provement, two important cotton mills that 
manufactured colored goods having stop- 
ped indefinitely, while the unsold stock of 
print cloths at Fall River and Providence 
has reached 1,064,000 pieces, and a down- 
ward turn in prices of bleached sheetingg 
is expected, Quite a large number of woo!- 
en milis have filled all orders on hand and 
closed for the present, and in most 
branches orders for the future fail far 
below expectations. 

“Failures during the week have been i81 
in the United States, against 334 last year, 
and 34 in Canada, against 23 last year, with 
no important disaster as yet since the new 
half year began.”

The Latter’s Resignation Caused a Great 
Deal of Speculation Among Railroad 
Men-Dodson in Columbia 
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Dodson Now 


The territory of Superintendent J. A. 
Dodson, of the Atlanta division 
of the Richmond and Danville, 
has been doubled. In addition to the 
mainline and side branches between At- 
lanta and Charlotte, which heretofore has 
constituted his division, Mr. Dodson has 
been placed in charge of nearly all of the 
mileage that has been under the superin- 
tendence of Superintendent V. E. McBee. 

A special in yesterday’s Constitution in- 
timated that such a change had been made, 
and yesterday afternoon ciroular orders 
from headquarters were received officially 
announcing the new order of things. 

The change has started a lot of gossip 
and speculation in ‘local rallway circles.

Dees it mean that Superintendent Dodson 
will remain permanently in charge of this 
large division? Or was the additional. mile- 
age tacked on to his division to meet the 
exigency of the hour? 

As is known, the added mileage was left 
without a superintendent by the resignation 
of Captain V. E. McBee. That resignation 
is what is now pugzling the employes of the 
Southern railway. It is of especial inter- 
est here in Atlanta, where ‘‘Bunch’’ Mc- 
Bee is so well known and liked. What the 
railroad people are unable to settle in their 
minds is whether or not the resignation 
is the prefude to his promotion te a 
higher office in the management of the 
Southern railway system. 

None will believe that the resignation was 
other than voluntary, or written with the 
understanding that Captain McBee was to 
go into other fields. He is said to be ex- 
tremely popular with the powers that be 
at Washington, and at a dinner recently 
given by Manager Culp, at Chamberlain's, 
he was one of a half dozen guests. One 
rumor is that he is to be made superintend- 
ent of the Central road, which position he 
held four years ago, but the reorganization 
is so far o:f that if the’ rumor is true 
there is no necessity for his resignation s0 
soon, 

The new roads edded to Superintendent 
Dodson’s division are the Asheville and 
Spartanburg, Spartanburg and Union, and 
the Atlantic, Tennessee and Ohio. This 
gives Superintendent Dodson about five hun- 
dred and fifty miles of railroad to super- 
intend, and puts the headquarters of the 
branch roads mentioned in Atlanta. 

Superintendent Dodson has gone to Co- 
lumbia, S. C., to confer with Superintend- 
ent McBee about the change. He is accom- 
panied by Mr. Robert Southgate, the en- 
gineer maintenance of way of the Rich- 
mond and Danville. He will not return to 


the city before next week.

His Placky Little Wife Makes Him a 
Morning Yisit. 


TELLS OF HER PLANS FOR HIS PARDON 


It Was the First Time They Had Met 
Bince the Columbus Bpisode—De- 
termined:to Secure His Release. 
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For the first time since the tragic con- 
ditions of his new role began, Actor Kd- 
win Harcourt looked yesterday upon the 
pretty. face of his young wife. The meet- 
ing was pathetic, but during the, whole of 
her two hours’ visit the plucky young wo- 
man showed such courageous determina- 
tion and gave such comforting assurance 
of a bright future to her husband that 
instead of leaving him depressed and dis- 
tressed, ag he has been during all the 
days of his confinement, Harcourt was 
buoyed up and cheered to a wonderful de- 


gree. 3 
Harcourt had no intimation of the pres- 
ence ef his wife until she entered the door 
of the hospital] department, where he has 
been lying ill for séveral weeks. 

“Why, he wearly fainted with deligh 
when I walked in,” said Mrs. Harcourt 
yesterday afternoon, “and for a few mo- 
ments I thought that he was going to have 
a serious attack.” 

Mrs. Harcourt arrived at the convict 
eamps about 9 o'clock and reinained with 
her huskand during the morning. They 
discussed’ tegether all the details of the 
Columbus episode and he gave a graphic 
description of his arrest and trial, Bhe 
assured him of her abiding confidence in 
his honor and told him she thought his sen- 
tence was sacrificial, 

Then her plans for securing his release 
were ottiined. Although Mrs, Harcourt 
is sanguine and determined to carry out 
her purpose, she gave her lord to under- 
etand that there was a very grave douot 
as to his pardon being secured. 

“For you see,’’ she explained as she sat 
in Chief Connolly’s office yesterday after- 
noon, “it might be too great a disappoint- 
ment to him if I failed.”’ 

Mrs. Harcourt has gone to work In earn- 
est. She came direct to the chief's ollice 
from the Chattahoochee brick yards, and 
consulted with him for half an hour. She 
was attired in a light summer dress, which 
fave to her appearance an air of modest 
simplicity, A heavy veil covered her coun- 
tenance, but could not hide the sad ex- 
pression of her blue eyes nor conceal the 
paleness of her Madonna-like face. 

Her accent is slightly western and she 
talks with an air of easy nonchalance, 
which igs caught from her two years’ ex- 
perience with the dramatic fraternity. 

‘“T am quite encouraged since I came to 
Atlanta,”’ she said, ‘‘and it is only a ques- 
tion of time now, I think, before my hus- 
band will be released. Chief Connolly is 
aiding me all he can and this morning he 
showed me a tor which he had received 
from the chief} of police of Columbus say- 
ing that he would also co-operate with us 
in anything he wished. 

“I understand that a petition is already 
started down there addressed to the gover- 
nor asking that Mr. Harcourt be pardoned 
and stating the circumstances of his ar- 
rest, which everybody knows was an in- 
justice. 

“I am going to exhaust every effort,’’ 
she added, with a determined ring in her 
voice, ‘‘to have him released, and I haves 
reason to believe that I will succeed. 1 
may not, however. If I cannot, I am going 
to remain in Atlanta right here with my 
husband until his sentence is served. You 
know that I have permission now to visit 
him whenever I wish toa." 

At present Mrs. Harcourt is stopping at 
the Kimball house, but she will probably 
move some time this week in order to be 
nearer her husband,

City Yesterday Afternoon. 

Yesterday afternoon, at 3 o’clock, Mr. 
Eugene Carmichael, one of the noblest and 
best young men of Atlanta, died at his 
home in this city. 3 

The cause of his death was typhoid fever. 
He had been confined to his bed for nearly 
two weeks, and his sufferings, though pain- 
ful and unremitting, gave no alarming in- 
dications until only a few hours prior to 
his death. Surrounded, in his last hours, 
by those who were dearest to him in life, 
the spirit of the brave young man soared 
heavenward, leaving behind only his lini- 
ment of clay, in which he had lived for so 
short a time, and which, under the pressure 
of death, lay calm and statue-like in its 
beautiful tranquillity. 

Mr. Carmichael, during his residence in 
this city, was in the employ of The Con- 
stitution. Iie was the superintendent of 
the carriers and the position, which he 
occupied wag gne of trust and responsibility. 
He came to Atianta from Greenesbord, Ga., 
about six years ago, having lost his father 
and mother a short while previous to that 
time. He began to work for The Constitu- 
tion as soon as he reached Atlanta, and his 
energy and zeal were such that he rapidly 
grew in favor with the office, and his pro- 
motions were faithfully earned. He was 
married about three years ago to a charm- 
ing and beautiful young lady, who survives 
him without children, and whose devotion 
to her husband was as constant as his own 
Was strong and manly. | 

In his personal qualities Mr. Carmicnagl 
was a cluster of gems. His manner was 
always frank and cordial, and he never 
failed to win upon the hearts of all he 
met. His conversation was full of humor, 
and a broad smile always accompanied the 
pressure Of his hands or the friendly import 
of his words. Genial, happy-heartel and 
brave, a truer friend than Eugene Car- 
michael never lived and a purer, ywentler 
spirit never crossed the mystic flood to find 
an everlasting sleep in the ‘‘balm-breathing 
garden or God,” 

Mr. Carmichael was about’ twenty-six 
years old at the time of his death.

TWO OTHERS SERIOUSLY INJURED 


Strange Coincidence Concerning the Run- 
away Horse~-It Was Stolen Only 
a Bhort While Ago,

Yesterday evening at 7 o'clock a runaway 
horse on Decatur street killed one man and 
seriously injured tw@ more. 

M. Klein, the man who was killed, was a 
Russian Jew, and lived at 164 Decatur 
street, Frank Steele and Charley Smith, 
the two injured men, are citizens of the 


‘quiet hamlet of Constitution, a station on the 


East Tennessee railroad, about six miles 
from Atlanta. They drove the horse whose 
untamed spirit caused the fatal accident. 

Smith and Steele left home yesterday af- 
ternoon at 2 o’clock, Business of an urgent 
mature called them to Atlanta, and Mr. 
Smith, who is interested in the large brick 
yard there, and who also has control of a 
stock farm, wishing to get to the city as 
soon as possible, selected one of his swift- 
est horses. The trip was made in.a short 
while and the team quartered at Lyle’s liv- 
ery stable on Pryor street. 

The business of the young men kept them 
in the city until after dark. At 7 o’clock 
they met at the stable and ordered their 
horse to be hitched up. The steed belonged 
to Smith, and he took hold of the reins to 
drive back home. Passing the reservoir 
just in front of the capitol on Hunter street, 
Steele proposed to stop and give the horse 


) water. 


Several teams were already around the 
tank at the time, making it impossible to 
drive up very_near. The horse was restless 
and wished to get home. .it would not stand 
and in order to murder time until the rest 
of the teams had finished drinking, Smith 
turned thg head of his horse down Piedmont 
avenue and had driven under the bridge 

hich supports the numerous tracks of rail-

prey. 
As they drove from under the bridge a 


switch engine above passed rapidly by, let- 
ting off an abundant supply of steam. The 
horse took fright and began to rear up. 
Smith jumped out quickly and seizing hold 
of the bridle, tried to quiet the animal. An- 
other train came past and with all the force 
of its fiery nature, the frightened steed be- 
gan to plunge. All efforts to quiet him were 
in vain. Like some mad demon, it lifted it- 
self, Smith clinging to the bridle with the 
desperation of a dying man, and Steele, 
who was in the buggy pulling at the reins 
with a strong hand. In its fright the horse 
had backed upon the sidewalk. Suddenly 
the ring of the bit to which Smith was 
clinging snapped and he was thrown vio- 
lently against the stone wall, which was 
just behind. 

The enraged animal was free, and at a 
fearful speed it started up Piedmont avenue, 
heading directly for the pillars which sup- 
port the railroad bridge. Steele was 
standing up and was preparing to leap when 
the rear of the vehicle was hurled with ter- 
rific force against one of the pillars, shat- 
tering the hind wheels and throwing the 
young man out upon his head. He was 
picked up half dead. 

In the meantime the wild animal was 
continuing its murderous career at a high 


gait. Up Piedmont avenue it speeded and 
down Hunter, thence into Butler. Along 
this street Mr. Klein was walking. 


Several men were behind him. The horse 
swooped down Butler carrying behind him 
the remains of the buggy. Mr. Klein did 
not hear its approach. As the horse 
rushed by one of the men behind called out 
to Mr. Klein to get out of the way. He 
turned about quickly to see who spoke just 
in time to catch the hoofs of the animal 
full in the face. The shafts caught in his 
clothing and his body was hurled high in 
tk- air. He fell upon his head, striking the 
stones like a-bolt from a catapult. 

Mr. Klein was picked up in an uncon- 
scious condition and died while being carried 
home. He has lived on Decatur street 
for a number of years and is a conspicu- 
ous figure among the Jewish element of 
that locality. He occupied rooms just op- 
posite the station house, where he lived 
with his wife and two sgmall children. 
One of his sona is a merchant in Columbus. 
The tragic death caused intense excitement 
on Decatur street last night and the re- 
mains of the dead man were viewed by a 
large and wailing crowd. 

Mr. Steele was -irried to the Grady hos- 
pital. At first it was thought that his 
wounds also were fatal, but closer ex- 
amination showed them to be not so seri- 
ous, It is thought that he will recover 
soon. The injuries of Mr. Smith were not 
severe. Save for the shock and several 
light wounds he was all right before leay- 
ing for home last night. 

The horse was finally stopped on Decatur 
street and, strange to say, had not*been 
injured. Connected with the murderous 
steed is a coincidence of peculiar signifi- 
cance, 

Originally the horse was the property 
of Mr. John Smith, the proprietor of the 
South River Brick Company, near Atlanta. 
Several months ago it wag stolen and the 
matter reported to the city deteotives. Mr, 
Ed Cason took the case in charge and 
after a week’s investigation finally located 
the animal in Villa Rica. The thief had 
sold it to the town marshal of that place 
and from him Mr. Cason gecured the horse. 

The thief himself had disappeared and 
the matter had almost been lost sight of 
until about a month ago Mrs, Smith was 
killed by the Hast Tennessee railroad near 
Constitution. The day of her funeral 
George Smith, her son, who it was thught 
ha“ left to make a visit in Texas, appear- 
ed and confessed that it was he who had 
taken away his brother’s horse. He gave 
himself up to the officers. Yesterday Judge 
Clark gave Smith a sentence of three 
years for stealing the same horse which 


last night killed Klein.

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THREE WERE TRIED. 


Police Commissioners 
Serious Charges. 
Three patrolmen came up for trial before 

the board of police commissioners yesterday 

afternoon, and the trial resulted in the 
resignation of J, J. Burke, a reprimand for 

John Flynn and the exoneration of E. W. 

Walton. 

Charges had been made against Patrol- 
man Burke that he had been under the 
influence of intoxicants, but he claimed 
that physical debility caused him to stag- 
ger, and it was this which called forth 
his resignation upon the ground that he 
was physically incapacitated to fill a posi- 
tion on the police force. 

The testimony of ‘Officer Hamilton was 
strong against Burke. He said that, acting aa

out on Edgewood avenue he would find a 
drunk policeman, He rode out and found 
Officer Burke in Reynoldstown about half- 
past 3 o'clock. He appeared to be drunk, 
and his clothes were sailed. 

Several other witnesses thought Burke 
was intoxicated. In making his statement, 
the officer on trial said that he was sub- 
ject to attacks of vertigo, and under the 
effects of these peculiar attacks he would 
stagger like a man drunk, The whole 
matter was concluded in the resignation of 
Burke, which was read after the other 
cases were investigated. 

Officer John Flynn was tried for conduct 
unbecoming. an officer, in that he had shown 
too much friendly attention to the wife of 
a neighbor. From the testimony of Mr. 
Oates and the rest of the witnesses, there 
was no proof to show that Flynn was 
wrong, but Captain English gave him a 
stiff reprimand for indiscretion.

If a more thor- 
ough search is required Mr. Woodpecker’s 
bill picks off quite large pieces of the 
bark of the tree and he hunts his game 
oug of its hiding place as gleefully as 

a real hunter could do. 

Mr. Woodpecker ig said to have severa] 
peculiarities. One of these is his feet, or 
rather the arrangement of his toes upon 
his feet. He has two toes pointing front 
and two back, instead of three in front 
and one toward the back, as most biris 
have. This enables him’ to cling more 
tightly to the bark of the tree when he 
runs up and down in search of food. An- 
other singular feature is his short little 
tail, which is not ornamental or loose 
and feathery, but is very stout and firm and 
uesful to him, for he can prop himself 
upon it as he pecks away upon the trunk 
for his dinner. 

The funny noise which the woodpecke 
makes sounds much like the tapping at 
a door or a window. And when the dis- 
turbed one looks out and finds clinging to 
the roof or a post only a saucy little wood- 
pecker it is easy to think by his mis- 
chievous eyes that he knows he is cheat- 
ing somebody and rather enjoys the per- 
son’s discomfort. 

Mr. Woodpecker makes his nest in the 
same spot where he gets his dinner—an 
old hollow tree. He picks out a tree to suit 
his taste and makes a long passage down 
the inside of the bark as a sort of en- 
trance to his house. At the end of this 
passage he hollows out a nice nest in the 
dead part of the tree, lines it with soft, 
dry leaves, moss and wood dust, and then 
his nursery is all ready for his young 
family. 

There are many different kinds of wood- 
peckers—the downy woodpecker, the golden- 
winged woodpecker and the commonest— 
the read-headed woodpecker. This bird is 
a well-known one and makes himself very 
useful in destroying the various insects 
which destroy various kinds of trees.

AT THE CRUCIAL MOMENT. 


A Counterfeiter Exonerates His Broth- 
er-in-Law. 

A pathtic scene was enacted before Com- 
missioner Broyles yesterday. 

Two alleged counterfeiters, one of them

STRIKE OF THE RAZOR WIELDERS. 


There Is No Prospect of a Settlement. 
President Knoblauch’s Statement. 
The barbers’ strike now in progress in

“These contracts say that the journey- 
men shall give their employers one week's 
notice before leavin their employ, but 
say nothing about the bosses giving the 
journeymen any notice before discharging 
them. This we claim is unfair. 

‘Cramer & Hoyt have also added to the 
list of grievances which the journeymen 
have against them by keeping open all 
day on the Fourth of July, while all the 
other white shops closed at 1 o’clock.”’

HE WANTS ANOTHER HEARING 


His Attorneys Asked to Havea Bond As- 
sessed Yesterday—Mr. G. W. Collier 
Files Some Old Deeds for Record. 


Several prisoners were sentenced by Judge 
Richard Clark yesterday morning and 
among them was John Lacewell, who was 
tried and convicted for the shooting of 
Mounted Officer Barrett. 

The longest sentence of the lot was Lace- 
well, Judge Clark giving him five years in 
the penitentiary. Immediately after he was 
sentenced Lacewell’s attorneys asked Judge 
Clark to assess a bond in order that their 
‘client might be free, pending the motion for 
a new trial, of which notice was given. 
Judge Clark refused to do 1g%, however, 


al came up next week he would assess it. 

Colonel W. I. Heyward, previous to the 
passing of sentence on Lacewell, spoke to 
the court and asked for clemency. He spoke 
of the young man’s good character up to 
the time of the shooting, and said that 
it was the only thing that could be brought 
up against him. Colonel Heyward asked 
the judge to take into consideration the 
recommendation of the jury and give him 
the shortest possible term. 

Judge Clark then reviewed the case and 
said that Lacewell had permifted his pas- 
sion to obtain contro! of him, and that this 
was a thing to be regretted; that he should 
have shown better control of himself. The 
judge then stated that in view of the jury’s 
recommendation to mercy he would not 
give Lacewell eight years, as he had intend- 
ed, but would give him five. Lacewell 
was asked if he had anything to say as to 
why sentence should not be passed and he 
made no reply at all.
